5. New Business 


ae Portrait Painters. The Chairman reported that 
aes requested that the FAC renew its efforts to 
identity several qualified portrait painters to do a DCI 
portrait. FAC presently has on file the name of Robert 
Prouty. The Chairman has also talked to Greg Stapko who has 
done General Donavon and a number of other portraits, 
especially of judges, including Supreme Court Justices. He 
has no photographs of his paintings but will provide a list 
of where his paintings are hung. Reference was made to a 
Ms. Hiro who has done a portrait of Ronald Reagan for the 
Republican National Committee. [> is going to 5X1 
pursue this lead.

b. Cafeteria Committee. ee 25X11 
Cafeteria Committee, briefed the on @ latest activities 
of his Committee. The cafeteria is under a 10-year contract 


between General Services Administration (GSA) and Guest 
Services Incorporated (GSI). Currently CIA is not a part of 
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the contract between GSA and GSI nor was it consulted during 
selection of the food service company. The Cafeteria 
Committee hopes to have this changed for the next RFP. 
Recently, GSI has become more responsive to the Cafeteria 
Committee. One of the major problems with the cafeterias was 
lack of supervision. There is now a resident Cafeteria 
Manager, Len Thompson, a | is available to 
take any complaints, and would like complaints telephoned 
immediately so they can be corrected on the spot. Many 
considerations other than the food are the concern of GSI, 
such as prices, ambiance, service, placement of tables, etc., 
and Mr. Thompson welcomes calls which will assist his efforts 
to improve services. 


In the North Cafeteria, equipment will be installed for 
a third check-out line. 


EN around blueprints and drawings of a 
consultant's proposed changes to the cafeterias. Most of the 
changes would be cosmetic. The consensus of the Cafeteria 
Committee was that they are not all that concerned about the 
cosmetics. Their concerns are that people get hot food, that 
they are served quickly, and that there is enough food for 
the late diners. 


The Cafeteria Committee recommended a visit by the 
health inspector and invited a representative from Office of 
Medical Services to be present. There were no food problems, 
no cleanliness problems, and no problems with the food 
handlers. The vending machines were also inspected and found 
to be cold enough to prevent growth of bacteria. The coffee 
machines and Coke machines were well maintained. 


The Cafeteria Committee would like GSI to start dealing 
with conversion of the serving area which is now out of 
date. A layout which was the state-of-the-art in 1958, when 
people wanted a big mid-day meal, does not suit today's 
requirements. Fast foods are in style and the present 
cafeteria is not properly equipped. 


The Cafeteria Committee has suggested putting indoor- 
outdoor rugs in eating areas to minimize noise. 


In regard to the plans for the new building, the 
Cafeteria Committee and the Fine Arts Commission can count on 
being consulted. (U) 


Cc. Revision of Information Plaque for the Melzac 
Collection. uggested that, with the changes in 
the Melzac hangings and the addition of the Louis paintings, 
the descriptive plaque should be updated. A volunteer is 
needed to prepare a new version. (U) 
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d. Replacement of Parking Lot Lights. [ 25X1 
passed around a picture of the lights and hoods planned for 
use in the parking lots. They are not unlike existing 
lights. This information also has been resented to the NCPC 
(National Capital Planning Commission). P-—_]mentioned 25X14 
her impression that the change would be an economy measure 
and will provide better lighting. (U) 


e. Trench from Route 123 to the South Gate. 
Mr. Johnson reported that L___——~‘dJhad been notified by the 25X14 
Telephone Branch, DND/OC, regarding plans to dig a trench 
from Route 123 to the south gate. As long as they return the 
area to its original condition and do not destroy any trees 
or plants, the FAC has no objection. (U) 


f. Employee Bulletin on the Fine Arts Commission. It 
has been two years since the last bulletin was issued 
requesting volunteers interested in the Commission. Retire- 
ment has left several vacancies in the FAC membership, 
therefore, the Chairman would like to reissue the bulletin. 
There were no objections and a rewrite on the bulletin will 
be initiated. (U)
